Major Research and Technical Support Activity 


1« Tiie Geography Division completed and disseminated two 
Geographic Intelligence Reports /GR 60-2, Expansion of Sovi et Jjallr oad 
Ne t work Bet wee n 1 950 end i 960 , and GR L- 6 O- 3 , Paragua y (Parte I and TV}/ 
and thirteen Geographic Support Projects.. Four of the Support Projects* 
were done for DD/P, and. two were contributions to the OCX Weekly.

2 , The Cartography Division accepted requests for 161 maps and 
charts and completed 236. Among the maps and charts completed, the 
following are particularly noteworthy; (a) Three major city plans -- 
Riga, Saratov, and Vgn^plis — were completed for DD/P, and three 
others prod uced by^^^^(were scheduled through reproduction; (b) Four 

trip maps and two RD/C briefs were prepared for 
and (c) A Terrain and. Transportation Wall Map of China was printed 
and placed in the Map Library for distribution. With the completion of 
the latter map, D/CXI has now produced wall maps on China, Africa, the 
USSR, and the Middle East. It is anticipated that the wall map of the 
Caribbean now in progress will be completed and published, before January 
1961 . 


3 . The Map Library Division forwarded 35,339 items to requesters 
in response to 2,360 requests for maps, related geographic publications, 
and reference information. Requests for maps of Laos, the Republic of 
the Congo, and Cuba were heavy during the month. Two large requests 
were handled for the White Souse. The Director's Office was supplied 
with maps of Laos and the Republic of the Congo, and with GRA -product d 
Wall Maps of Africa and the USSR. Approximately 700 map sheets were 
sent to the Office of Training for use in the Junior Officer Training 
Course.
